OUR CITY AND HARBOR, 

There is one prominent fact concern- 
ing Victoria which its citizens Bhould 
never lose sight of, that of its being this 
lirst available port on the coast north of 
San Francisco. Whatever advantages 
may result from this fixed geographical 
condition will, of course, depend upon 
cireumstunees and the foresight and on 
ergy of its citizens in inviting and taking 
advantage of opportunities that may 
ame. What these may bo will be more 
apparent after the completion of the rail- 
way. There is no harm meanwhile, how- 
ever, in keeping this peculiarity of geo- 
graphical position constantly in view and 
considering how it may bo turned to good 
account, so as not to allow our neighbors 
legs advantageously situated to have the 
best of us. It may also be taken as a 
lact that ocean vessels, sailing ships espe- 
cially, are not fond of inland navigation, 
»a towage and pilotage increase their ex- 
penses and diminish their profits. It is 
probably a misfortune that tho city was 
nut built uii the more commodious bar 
borof Esquimalt, but at present it only 
remains to make the best of tho harbor 
we have, and congratulate ourselves that 
the distance is so short that some day, as 
the harbor cannot be brought to the city, 
the city may extend to tho harbor. In 
this connection it is well to remember 
that ft city cannot stand still, and that it 
must either progress or gradually become 
out of date- a mere memorandum of 
what it ought to have been. As already 
intimated, the building of the railway 
during tho patt year has given us an en- 
couraging financial breeze, and in some 
measure we have spread our sails by local 
improvements and enterprise to take ad- 
vantage of it; but this is not a regular 
trade wind; it is only a breeze, which in 
a few years will be apt to die away and 
leave us to our natural resources. The 
first care of Victorians should be to im- 
prove their harbor and its entrance; and 
though considerable labor has already 
been spoilt upon it by the federal govern- 
ment, it is a labor that should never 
coase. This will be apparent to any one 
who watches the entrance or exit of a 
huge steamer even with the most favor- 
ing tide. At low tides it is impracti- 
cable. At present the harbor will not 
accommodate vessels drawing more than 
eighteen feet, and there are many ugly 
rocks which require tu bo removed. 
These defects of the harbor have been 
the cause of the construction of the works 
at Shoal Point to accommodate the I'a 
cilio Mail steamships in all stagos of tho 
tide; and if a successful beginning is 
made in this direction, the system will 
no doubt soon receive extension — not 
that it can ever supersede the harbor it- 
self, but rather .i!fwd a moans of avoid- 
ing its inconveniences until they have 
been sufficiently removed by means of 
dredging and blasting. Many now build- 
ings will undoubtedly go up thiB summer, 
and these are improvements that always 
pay, not only in themselves, but they al- 
so render the city more attractive to 
Strangers. True we i:. somewhat isolated 
at present; but tho day will come soonor 
or later when travel between here and 
San Francisco even, will not be limited 
to a tiresome sea voyage which so many 
people dread ; and we shall be able to 
avail ourselves of at least indirect rail- 
road communication. Whenever this ia 
accomplished our present isolation in this 
direction will cease, and in summertime, 
with a genial climate and attractive city, 
we should not want for visitors to spend 
their monoy among us. All expenditure 
,iu improvements niiiat, therefore, be con 
aidered a two-fold gain, and this is a fact 
that our American friends are fully aware 
of and do not neglect to profit by. Many 
other points might be touched upon; but 
nothing can be accomplished without a 
united policy and united effort. One of 
the vices of this great Dominion is that 
every man is too much afraid lest any 
other man should make live cents, and 
this small jealousy often prevents united 
action in matters which if carried out 
would benefit the whole community. The 
little town of Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, is 
a remarkable example of what may bo 
done by people pulling together. To be- 
gin with they had nothing but rocks, an 
indifferent, harbor and a little fishing; 
they had neither lumber nor ship timber; 
but to day they own the finest fleet of 
merchantmen in the maritime provinces, 
and they build their vessels in every 
shipyard along the Bay of Fuudy.

Popular Indisnation Afratnsc tho 
Doctor's Partner. 



A tragic occurrence has been repotted 
at Hounalow one of tho most remote 
suburbs of the metropolis, a little beyond 
Kow, under circumstances of *a very pe- 
culiar character. A year ago it see ins a 
Dr. Edwardes acquired a share in the 
practice of a llounslow doctor named 
Wliitmarsh, for which he paid £1,800. 
In a very short period be became one of 
tho most popular men jin the place — umtt 
devoted to his profession, and especially 
attentive to the poorer class of patients. 
[Jut between his partner and himself 
matters did not go so .smoothly. It is 
said that he had been led to believe that 
his share of the practice would be equal 
to some i'MK) a year. Ill reality it 
proved far abort til tins sum, and bunco 
a good deal of bitterness sprang up be 
tween tho two doctors. On Friday week 
Dr. Edwardes was called in to see tho 
wifo of a workingman. Later in the day 
he received a letter from l bin woman 
chargirjo him with a criminal assault. 
Dr. Edwardes at once faced his accuser, 
anil the result was, it is said, a full r« 
traction of the charge, which was signed 
by the woman, her husband, L)r Whit 
marsh, and other witnesses. The letter 
containing the charge was torn up, but it 
appears tiio pieces wore afterwards re- 
collected and pasted together. Now 
comes tho strange and sensational part of 
the affair. Dr. Wliitmarsh, it is declar- 
ed, proceeded to act as if the accusation 
against his partner had never been with 
drawn. He asserted that the partner- 
ship must be dissolved, ami that Dr. Ivl- 
wardea should take. £500 to go out. Ap- 
parently, Dr. Edwardes, alter much 
protest and hesitation, first accepted and 
then declined these terms, lie neiil 
homo in a statu cf great excitement, and 
after writing a letter detailing soino of 
tho circumstances, which has since been 
published, committed suicide by taking 
a doso of prussic acid. When these 
facts became known at the opening of tho 
inquest a most painful sensation was pro 
duced throughout the district. The fun- 
eral tuck place amidst almost universal 
expressions of sympathy, and sineu then 
public feeding Ion been wrought up to 
a pitch that the most riotous scenes have 
taken place around Dr. \\ bitmarsh's res- 
idence. Large crowds have gathered in 
front each evoltii.g; every window in the 
house has been broken. Dr. Wliitmarsh 's 
effigy has been publicly burnt, and the 
doctor himself has found it necessary to 
secretly retire from t he scene. His ap- 
pearance at the resumption of the inquest, 
and the further revelations which may 
then follow, are looked forward to with 
very keen interest. The feeling has 
spread from Uounslow throughout the 
metropolis that the- matter is one which 
demands most tin lough investigation 
As a rule the medical profession in this 
country is remarkably free from any- 
thing approaching scandal, and it is to 
be hoped that in the present instance; an 
affair which at present wears a very bad 
aspect may prove of a different character.

A BATTLE WITH DESPERADOES 
IK UTAH. 

They arc Captured. 

Salt Lake, L'tah, Jan. 31. — Sheriff 
Turner of Pruvo county, who was in com- 
mand of the party which captured the 
Montello train robbers, says in tho courso 
of it statement made to-day, that when 
the party came in view of the rubbers on 
the brow of a hill ho ordered thorn to halt 
and throw up their hands, at tho same 
time demanding them as hia prisoners. 
Urmus Nay jumped from his horse, 
shielding himself behind it, and Crod a 
shot from his pistol. Frank llawloy, tho 
other bandit, who was a little in the 
rear and further north in about tho contor 
of a narrow gulch, also jumped from his 
horse, which he used as a cover.

OPENED F1RB ON THEM. 

The first volley shot Hawiey's horse 
through tho jaw. Tho other horse fell 
immediately afterwards on his loft sido 
and landed on a Winchester rifle which- 
hung on the side of its saddle.
